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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Manchester Center, Vit., Feb. 1, 1935. 
The Dorset School Board: | 


Your financial statement should be a source of satisfaiction to 
all who are interested in the schools as it demonstrates that the 
schools can be maintained satisfactorily with a tax of $1.25 
which is not an excessive burden. 

It should be noted, however, that the balance of $377 includes 
a balance of $185.07 canried over from the previous year, so 
that the actual operating balance was a little over $200 which 
does not offer a very lange margin of safiety for the unforseen 
contingencies that frequently come up in school operations. 

The high school tuition pajyiment amounted to $437.50 more 
than the budget called for, but was paid without taking money 
from sources outside the school funds. The voters should 
clearly understand the likelihood of causing an overdraft on. 
school funds when they vote to pay the full amount of tuition 
regardless of how many pupils may aippear to pay it on. 

A saving of about $300 was effected by closing the South 


Village school which had become too small to operate efficiently 


from either a teaching or financial viewpoint. 

I understand extensive repains are required on the roof of 
the Hist Dorset school, and also some changes in the sewage 
disposal system to eliminate its freezing which may necessitate 
a langer item for repairs for another year than was spent this 
year. 


It would seem that the time-has come when you can consider 


restoring the 50c cut in the teachers’ pay, and I would suggest 
a larger budget appropriation for text books if possible, be- 
cause at present there are liberal discounts available in the 


exchange of old texts for new ones, which it is good business. 


for the town to take advantage of. 

The book purchases this year consisted of 51 histories, 52: 
readers, 45 geographies, and 25 English texts, most of which 
were replacements of old texts. Of the amount paid for texts. 
$17.61 and for supplies $6.78 represent no expenise to tthe town. 
because of community money and state aid.
